ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 
OF RINDGE, N. H. 


For THe YEAR Enpina Marcu 1, 1878. 


Of the necessity and value of common schools, there can be— 
but one opinion among intelligent people; and the duty of an 
earnest vigilance, a firm support and a liberal provision for their 
maintenance on the part of the public, is clearly evident. 

The permanency of a republican form of government, and the 
civil and religious liberties of those living under it rests secure 
only in the intelligence of the whole people. As the right of 
suffrage is given to so large a number with no educational tests, 
the common school becomes one of the chief instrumentalities to 
avert anarchy, disintegration and decay. Therefore, every 
voter in this land ought to be able to read and write; in this 
involves universal education. 

RETRENCHMENT. 

It is the opinion of -your committee, that in the work of re- 
trenchment, great discretion should be exercised. If it must 
be, let the appropriations for the support of schools be the last 
that shall be reduced. ‘‘By withholding more than is mete it may 


tend to poverty.” 
SHORT TERMS. 


If it were within the reach of possibility, the average length of 
the schools ought to be, at least, twenty-four weeks. ‘The aver- 
age for the year past has been a fraction over eighteen weeks, 
the minimum being thirteen weeks, and the maximum twenty- 
five. This is a little advance on the average of last year, owing 
to the reduction in teachers’ wages, and the counting of district 
ING, T1.°’ 
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SCHOOL DISTRICTS. 

In view of the fact of the inequality that exists, growing out 
of the shortness of some of the schools, and the greater length 
of others, there ought to be some modification of our school 
laws, so as to allow the children in the outlying districts, to 
have an equal privilege with those living within the bounds of 
the central districts. This difficulty is partially obviated in the 
plan adopted by some of the states, which consists in throwing 
up the district system, and making the entire township one dis- 
trict, keeping up the school houses at the most eligible points, 
and allowing the scholars in the town to go from one school to 
another, the whole being in the hands and under the control of 


the school board. 
SELECTION OF TEACHERS. 


The best teachers should be selected to teach our schools— 
teachers who understand their work; and those are the ones who 
are qualified to teach who are interested in the welfare of the 
welfare of the scholars, and are practical and thorough in their 
methods of instruction, and who have the rare ability to secure 
good order through gentle means. ‘To this end, so long as the 
present unwieldy system of having two separate boards of school 
officers continues, the citizens of the several districts should be 
careful in the selection of their prudential committees. None 
but those who will act for the highest interest of the whole dis- 
trict, who will lay aside all favoritism in the work they have to 
do, ought to be selected for this duty. 


THOROUGHNESS. 
There is a lack of thoroughness in instruction with many who 


attempt to teach. Whatever is worth doing at all is worth do-- 
ing well. Young teachers should first avail themselves of the 
privileges and training of our Normal School. 

Much more time should be given to elementary principles than 
is usually given. Pupils are often pushed ahead before they 
become acquainted with the fundamental principles of the stud- 
ies they take up. Consequently they become superficial schol- 
ars. Let there be a thorough understanding of the elements of 
science, and the mists and fogs vanish as the scholar advances. 


TEXT BOOKS. | 
I have endeavored to effect a partial change in some of the, 


Text Books heretofore in use in the schools of the town. A new 
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series of Readers and Geographies have been introduced. A 
radical change has not been attempted for obvious reasons. 
The aim has been to replace the old books without its becoming 
burdensome, trusting that parents and teachers will be ready to 
co-operate with the committee in this work as far as is possible 
for them to do so. It is a necessary work, and should be so re- 
garded. We trust that in the space of a year the entire change 
in the books named will be effected. 


REPORT OF DISTRICTS IN DETAIL. 
DISTRICT NO. I. 


Summer Term—Miss Annie I. Smith, Teacher. 


A commendable effort was made on the part of teacher and 
scholars to make the school a success. The examination at the 
close showed that good progress had been made, although the 


term was short. 
WINTER TERM. 


Same teacher. The teacher maintained her reputation former- 
ly won. The school made good advancement. 


DISTRICT NO. II. 
Summer Term—Miss Ellen 8. Whitney, Teacher. 


Miss Whitney is well known in the town as a teacher of ex- 
perience, and one of our best instructors. This was a success- 
ful, though a short term. ‘The order was first rate. The pupils 
were led to think for themselves. 

WINTER TERM. 

Miss Lucy M. Shattuck, teacher. This was Miss Shat- 
tuck’s first endeavor at teaching in this town, although she is a 
teacher of experience. She controlled the school in a quiet yet 
firm manner. Good order was secured. She exhibited a faith- 
fulness of purpose and thoroughness of instruction. 


DISTRICT NO. IV. 
Summer Term-—Miss Abbie A. Brigham, Teacher. 


There were but four scholars in this school, and these of one 
family. The term was but six weeks, yet the progress made 
was quite good. 
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Winter Term—Miss Ellen S. Whitney, Teacher. 


This term the number of scholars was increased by a few com- 
ing from another district, and it was some longer than the sum- 
mer term. Good advancement was made. Considerable atten- 
tion was given to drawing, and fine proficiency was made. This 
ought to be practiced in all of our schools. 


DISTRICT NO. V. ; 
Summer Term—Miss Emma A. Jones, Teacher. 


This was Miss Jones’ first endeavor at teaching. She did her 
best to make the school a success, yet owing to the fact that she 
had been a scholar in the school but a few terms previous, she 
did not command the respect from all the scholars which is due 
a teacher. Under other circumstances we think the school would 
have been more prosperous, yet very good advancement was 
made on the whole. 

WINTER TERM. 


Mr. James H. Hamill, teacher. This was Mr. Hamill’s first 
term as a teacher. He came to his work well qualified to teach 
the various branches taught in our common schools, and, also, 
he seemed to have a thorough knowledge of the theory of teach- 
ing. He was systematic. He gave his whole time and energies 
to the business of teaching. By winning the love of the schol- 
ars at the start, and by firmness, good order was secured. ‘This 
school was a success. 


DISTRICT NO. VI. 
Summer Term—Mrs. Sarah O. Spear, Teacher. 


This was a prosperous term. The scholars made good im- 


provement. | 
WINTER TERM. 


Same teacher. This term was a prosperous one also. 


DISTRICT NO. VII. 
There was but one term—Miss Samantha S. Gibson, Teacher. 
This is one of our small schools, though during the first half of 
the term the numbers were considerably increased by scholars 
from another district. It was Miss Gibson’s first term. She 
made the school quite a success. 
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DISTRICT NO. VIII. 
Summer Term—Miss Abbie H. Allen, Teacher. 


Miss Allen is an experienced teacher. This was her third term 
in this school. Good work was done on the whole, though rather 
too much time was given to advanced scholars, to the neglect of 
the younger portion of the school. 

WINTER TERM. 

Mr. George A. Whitney, teacher. The term was short, yet 
very good advancement was made. Mr. Whitney is thorough 
and practical in his methods. Good order was maintained. 


DISTRICT NO. IX. 
Summer Term—Miss Miria O. Butler, Teacher. 


This was Miss Butler’s first effort at teaching. The school 
made good advancement, and everything indicated that she had 
the elements which go to make up a good teacher. 

WINTER TERM. 

Mr. George E. Bemis, teacher. Mr. Bemis was inexperienced 
in teaching, yet he succeeded finely, on the whole. The scholars 
made good progress in their various studies. 


DISTRICT NO. X. 
Summer Term—Miss Idella E. Converse, Teacher. 


This was a very prosperous term. The scholars were punctu- 
al in their attendance.

Voted to raise $1500.00 to be worked 
out on the roads; that strictly one-third of the amount in each district 
be reserved for winter’s use,—if not so needed to be worked out the next 
summer; that there be allowed for each hour of faithful labor, the fol- 
lowing sums:—one man, 15, cents; one boy, in proportion to what he 
does; one pair horses, 15 cents; one pair oxen, 15 cents; one plough, 12 
cents, one cart, 5 cents; one scraper, 3 cents.

Silas Smith’s Heirs, $2.80.

$280.00—the pay for her shed to be included in the above sum. Voted, 
That the Selectmen erect such a fence on said premises, as they deem 
best.

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By the request of the Governor, Benjamin F. Prescott, the Select- 
men have taken the enumeration of the inhabitants of the Town of 
Rindge, for April 1, 1878, and find the number of occupied dwellings to 
be 213, containing 479 males, and 447 females; total, 926. The num- 
ber of inhabitants in 1870 was 1107; the number in 1860 was 1226; and 
in 1850 was 1274. 


The suits brought by the Town in 1876, against the Selectmen of 1875, 
have been decided in favor of the Town. 


The Selectmen has assessed the Highway Rates for 1878, amounting 
to $1,541.90, which, with warrants under their hands, they have deliv- 
ered to 29 Surveyors, to be worked out in the several districts; one- 
third part to be reserved for winter’s use; if not so needed, to be worked 
out the next summer.
